I think will be difficult, boring or sim- 
ply irrelevant. Take this for example. 
When asked to prepare a short piece 
for the yearbook, I immediately be- 
gan my avoidance techniques. I made 
excuses, found more interesting pro- 
jects to do, wrote a reminder to do it 
tomorrow and just conveniently forgot that it was due. 
And now, the deadline is past and others cannot do 
their job because they are waiting for me. 

BCS demands a great deal from us all - students, 
teachers, houseparents, support staff and administra- 
tors. Everyone has moments when they use avoidance 
strategies and of course we regret it later. On the 
other hand, many in this community have gone out 
of their way to do more than is expected of them - 
help a new student, give tours to visiting families, 
bake a cake for someone's birthday, tutor a student 
in difficulty, be the staff advisor for a student activ- 
ity, coach, organize buses, trips or special events, run 
extra labs to prepare for an exam, and to simply be 
a friend to someone in need even when they might 
prefer to be doing something or be with someone else. 

I can speak from first hand knowledge as the BCS 
community gave us a very special wedding gift last 
October. To know that the members of the choir put 
in extra hours of practice, that Amanda Loney would 
sing a solo in front of so many strangers, that most 
if not all of the Senior football team played, show- 




ered (I hope!) and changed into their number 
ones to come to the service, that the wardens 
and servers gave up their Saturday morning to 
help, that Barb Munster and the Dining Hall 
staff would prepare a luncheon fit for royalty, 
that Rev. Peacock would provide very special 
words for the occasion and that so many stu- 
dents and staff were in St. Martin's Chapel with 
our families has meant more to Joe and I than 
perhaps anyone can imagine. It 
was a day that we will never for- 
get and one which showed me 
in no uncertain terms how spe- 
cial this School and the people 
in it are. 

For those of you who leave in 
June '97, 1 hope that the values 
you experienced at BCS will 
stay with you. Remember the 
satisfaction you got from a job 
well done and the frustration 
you likely felt when you avoided 
that which was not so interest- 
ing or relevant at the time but 
which still had to get done even- 
tually. To our returning stu- 
dents, I encourage you to accept 
all the challenges that BCS will 
put before you knowing that you will be sup- 
ported by everyone around you. 

What a relief- one more job done and it wasn't 
so bad once I got started!
